An addition:!.' guar- 
antee fund shall be cre.ited by levying an 
annual tax of say one-half of one per cent 
upon Iho circulation until the fund amounts 
to the per cent of Ihe whole, liy this means 
each national bank will be made to contrib- 
ute to the maintenance of the value of every 
other bank. 
Inroads upon the guarantee 


fund are to be made good out of the asscsts 
of insolvent banks and by the iuieaest aris- 
ing from the investment of the fund in gov- 
ernment bonds. 
'1 he present capital of tho 


national banks is $073,000,000. This would 
allow a circulation of $004,760,000, to secure 
tho payment of vi hich there would be depos- 
ited with the government $1C1,4UJ,000. The 
full guarantee fund of 5 per cent on this 
basis would amount to 825,000,000, upon 
which the interest at 3 per cent would be 
$750,000, enough to care for the circulation 
of small banks whose carUal would aggre- 
gate 51,000.000. 
These are Hie extreme 


figures and ordinarily in circulation would 
fall far below the maximum.

One of tho curious developments of 


modern Amcjrlcnn life is found in thu con- 
atantly Increasing Ufco of tl.o curd cnta- 
loguo system. His couiiiiaiuy suppoHud 
thut oard catalogues aro used only or chief- 
ly In Inrgo libraries. As a matter of fact, 
they aro found In public ofilcoB, banks, 
bDslncHfi houses nncl private etudlcH. 
Tho 


bUHluoBH of milking curd catalogues has 
grown vastly in tho loft 15 yuan, anil In- 
ventors have been busy with a thousand 
and one devices for Increasing tho ollloien- 
oy of tho system. 


Not only can a library now hire a pro- 


fessional cataloguer to card catalogue all 
Ite books, with an elaborate system ot 
cross references; but, further, n bank or 
business hou^o can havo Its ledger Index 
oard catalogued BO that instant reference 
may bo made to the name of nny custom- 
er, and all neodc» Information as to his 
business standing and financial history 
may ho looked up. 


Tho mortality statistics of Now York 


arc elaborately card catalogued year by 
year. Tho system has boon applied to tho 
fares of railways, to tho lino records of tho 
Long Distance Telephone company, to tho 
registry of at least one conspicuous cattlo 
brooding association, to Insurance compa- 
nion, manufacturing concerns and the 
publishing business. 


Tim cord catalogue Idea Is by no menus 


now. When a Bostonlan went to hla oou- 
llst a few yearn ago, the luUor said in a 
matter of fact way: 


"I'll havo to look up your record," niu',1 


turning to a crude card catalogue) he 
traced tho history of tho patient back to 
tho t'mo 80 ycara before when, as a ot|lkl 
of loss than 10 years, ho first came lot 
treatment. 


Two cemetery companies in Boston 


oard catalogue the dead Intrusted to their 
keeping. Johns Hopkins university of Bal- 
timore has a card catalogue giving the 
histoj"y of every case that comes to its 
medical department for treatment. George 
Konnnu has literally card catalogued his 
memory, so that ho can refresh himself 
upon any glvon subject by looking over u 
few dates and catch words and refer to 
any one of many thousand tilings that ho 
hat .encountered In h!s reading. 


Banks and business houses usually em- 


ploy a very simple variety of tho card cat- 
alogue, known as tho dictionary form. It 
is In effect imroly a iist of names. If, t'jr 
example, n wholesale house deals with 
llrown, Jones mid Robinson, its card 
catalogue will contain one or more curds 
for tho iiarno of each of tlieso gentlemen. 
If Brown gives i' mortgage, goes upon a 
security bond, asks Indulgence from ills 
creditors or does any one of a dozen things 
affecting his credit, in goes another card 
noting this fact, with tho proper date, and 
If need bo referring to borne easily accessi- 
ble authority whore a fu'l history of the 
transaction can bo obtained. In tills way 
tho card catalogue ol such a house may 
contain material for a financial history of 
any one of a thousand other business men, 
groat and small. 


There is no reason why tho class of sub- 


jects included under each namo in such a 
card catalogue might not bo Indefinitely 
extended. Shoulo Jones marry a fortune, 
greatly obango his stylo of living, enter 
politics, become the father of twins, mar- 
ry off & daughter, net a son up in business, 
Join a conspicuous olub, become interested 
in horse racing ar do any one of a hun- 
dred other things that might bo thought 
to have a touring upon hla business life 
tho foot might bo mode part of tho record. 


Asa matter of foot, however, tho growth 


ot the oard catalogue In a business house 
la carefully guarded lest it become too 
voluminous and expensive. The card cata- 
logue if) a thing thut Increases by geomct- 
iloal progression. It all of Jones' incoia 
Inge and outgoings bo recorded, tho sym- 
metrical curd catalogue must treat Brown 
and Kobinson with like consideration, 
and the greater tho complexity of the cata- 
logue the mere palne, tlnio and Intelli- 
gence arc required for Its proper manage 
mont. The credit man of the house has 
general charge of the card catalogue, but 
in ordinary oases ho is too busy and high 
priced a man to attend to tho matter ol 
keeping It up. This may bo Intrusted to 
on intelligent office clerk or n stenogra- 
pher. 


A card catalogue at an aid to private 


xneiuury baa immense advantages to the 
man of method. Some old time politi- 
cians wore BO famous for their memory of 
men and events that one is tempted to be- 
lieve that they secretly usct! tho oard cata- 
logue system in some crude form known 
to an earlier generation. It would have 
been like our grandfathers, who so general- 
ly diaponsed with prlvote secretaries, know 
not stenographers and laboriously wrote 
with their own hands the elaborate epis- 
tles of those days to havo dovotod hours 
to tho management of a voluminous and 
carefully secreted cord catalogue. 
Tho 


system is Invaluable to the modern con- 
gressman pestered with a multitude of 
details, but not provided with a secretary. 
it is characteristic of modern divisions of 
labor and tho rush of modern life that tho 
man of today, instead of making his own 
oard catalogue, buys ono ready made 
along with elaborate appliances and labor 
saving conveniences that make tho system 
an expensive luxury. Tho curd catalogue 
can bo made to cost next to nothing if the 
user la content to employ a convenient set 
of shallow drawers or covered trays and 
to out out his own blank cords from stiff 
cardboard. Any reading man or writer 
or any housekeeper fond of detail and gift- 
ed with method may start suoh a cata- 
logue and keep it going at practically no 
cost and very little trouble. With a dozen 
blank cards carried in tho pocket or kept 
•within easy reach any reference may bo 
jotted down at convenience, and ten niin 
utes a day will suffice to arrange all the 
now cards in their proper sequence. Tho 
card catalogue Is the best possible address 
book for a housekeeper or a social leader. 
It enables the housekeeper to turn In- 
stantly to any one of n thousand favorite 
recipes in un? one of tho two dozen abom- 
inably indexed cookbooks that make house- 
keepers brook in spirit the command 
against profanity. 
The clergyman, tbo 


doctor and tho lawyer may each with ad- 
vantage set up en inexpensive oard cata- 
logue on his own account, always provided 
he be a man of method, but woo to tho 
unmethodical man or woman who at- 
tempts to in o this device. It will become 
In a year confusion worse confounded, a 
ohaoi to which a long neglected bureau 
drawer or a 20-year-old button box is 
heavenly order.—New York Sun.

SOURCE OF THE MISSOURI. 


Six Considerable Eivers Joined Together 


Form Its Actual Head.

what should be known aa such had it boon 
ntclligontly named, is Do Lacy's or Sho- 
ihono lake, in the National park. This 
uko, a considerable body of w atcr, is tho 
jourco ul the Madison river and forms 
with tho river the drainage outlet for most 
of tho waters of that portion ol tho Na- 
tional park. The Gallatin, or loft source 
of the Missouri, is formed by two struains, 
tho East and West Gallatin, which unite 
about a, mile abovo its junction with tho 
Missouri. 
Tho Madison and Gallatio are 


joth somewhat smaller than the Jefferson, 


Had Lewis amlClnrk ascended tho Mad' 
.son instead of the_ Jefferson, whieh,,ba- 
^ng tho larger stream, they ria'tvtrnily mSs- 
;ook for tho continuation of tho Missouri, j 
;hey would have discovered tho famous i 
joysors in Firobolo basin, Shoshono lako 
and all the country which is now incor- 
porated within the limits of tho National 
park. Tho Big Halo and tho Beaverhcad 
rivers flow into tho Jefferson at Twin 
Bridges, a few miles from the confluence 
of the Jofterson with tho Missouri, so that 
in reality tlicro aro six considerable rivers, 
all joining ono another within a radius of 
a few miles, which unite to form tho lon- 
gest river in tlio world, measured from tho 
gulf to tho Kooky mountains.—Bozeman 
Chronicle.

A PECULIAR HABIT. 


People WIio Eat Clay ami Thrive on the 


Repulsive food. 


The native's of nearly nil tropical coun- 


tries, and especially thoso of tho sea Is- 
lands, exhibit many vagaries of taste In 
tho matter of food, in many casoe showing 
nn almost irresistible desiro to fill their 
Btomachs wltb tbo various kinds of earth, 
generally clays. On first thought ouo 
would imagine that this clay eating habit 
had been formed through a dnsiro to get 
nlknlluo substances into tlio stomach In 
order to neutralize tbo acids of that organ, 
but investigations prove the contrary, tho 
clays which such peoplo most crave being 
unctuous and wholly devoid of saline ele- 
ments. 


Humboldfc says that tho female pottery 


workers on tho Madalona river, In South 
America, put largo lumps of clay into 
their mouths quite frequently whilo shap- 
ing their earthenware vessels, and that 
tho clay eating instinct is so strong in tho 
natives of that region that infants of from 
1)4 to 3 years of ago are tied in tho huts 
to prevent them from overloading tholr 
stomachs with tho unwholesome diet. On 
tho Orinoco, too, our groat traveler passed 
several days with a clay eating tribe of In- 
dians called tho Otomacs. Ho thus de- 
scribes the peculiar habit ns noted In that 
queer people: 


"Tho earth which tho Otomaca eat is a 


•oft, yellowish white potter's clay, with a 
small quantity of oxide of Iron cs a con- 
stituent part. 
"They seek for it on tho banks of tho
